The .tfnlno Law** 


The Sentinel, of yesterday, published an 


article against tho Maine Law, tnken from 
tho New York Evening Poit, nnd-invitcd our 
nltontion to it. Wo admit tlmt thu source of 
an article emanating from tho Post u pr'ima 
facie in its favor, ni that of ono from the 
Courier (f Enquirer a prima facie against it. 
We will therefore in compliance with tho in- 
vitation of the Sentinel give such attention. to 
the nrticlo in question ns we think it should 
receive. We are disposed to ihoet;this ques- 
tion fairly nnd with cnndor, nnd lo give our 
reasons without harshness or censure, to those 
who diiTur from our views concerning it. Ob- 
servation has convincud us that honest and 
good men often dift'ur widely as to the proper 
measures for accomplishing nn object which 
nil desire, and tlmt while* denunciation and 
harshness may servo to gratify thu tastes and 
desires of thaso who uso them, they still have 
no tendency to convince the judgment of those 
against whom tliuy aro directed. The first 
argument of tho Post ia that, if tlio use of 
intoxicating liquora could he entirely prevent- 
ed, still men would bo intemperate in tho 
use of other injurious articles. It saya : 


41 Wo suppose, therefore, nay, wii nro confi- 


dent, that it tliu object of thoso wall-muntiinn 
persons who aro engaged in thu nttenipt to 
prevent excess by weapons of thu law, could 
be attained, undthu sale of intoxicating liquors 
prevented, by prosecutions and penalties, it 
would simply give anolhor^liroction to intem- 
perance without eradicating, it. Men who 
could not obtain intoxiculing ilrinkn would 
become cnormuus consumers of tobacco, or 
would druir, themselves with ;cuflet', or uhow 
opium. Thiscoii!ii!(|Uonce is scan, in number- 
less instance*, whuru tho use of fermented liij- 
uors is discouraged." •

And nftar noinu olhor remarks, miying that 


" men who no longer drink winti, steep them- 
uclvci daily in the intoxication of .strong eof- 
fuu—Iliad temperance men smoke cigars, &o., 
it says:

thcsu sickly narcotics is upon tho limimn sys- 
tem, 
we leave the physicians lo say. They 


linvo given n long list of evil consequences, 
impaired.•digestion, nervous HU lie rings of a 
Iliousitnd kind, disorders of Ilia respiratory syd- 
turn, mentid maliidies, prumatuve duath."

tice because soma of lessor note may still re-

Would it bo no benefit to society lo 


prevent the evils occasioned by intoxicating 
liquors, because men might still drink eoll'eo 
tinil imoko o!gnra? The masoning of llio J'oit 
gives an alfiriuntivb unswor to all these ques- 
tions ; but wo submit that such u conclusion is 
entirely illogical, nnd that the fact that other 
great evil* would still exist, altar wo had suc- 
ceeded in preventing tlmt caused by rum, 
bhould induce us, not to slacken, but to re- 
double our efforts to do uway with the one wo 
nro now fighting, so that wo nmy be'ready 
afterwards to attack them. 


Wo deny that there is any jiist'comparison, 


between the inlluonco of tea, eolfeo or tobnc- 
co, and the inlluonco of rum.. Those things 
may injure the nervous system, and men might 
perhaps bo healthier without, than with them. 
Hut lot tho Sentinel and tho Past search tho 
files of .their, own papers, nnd of all tha pa 
pen in tho Union, nnd make a.list of tho 
murders caused by the u«o of tea, cofl'eo or to- 
bacco. Then let them gather the invful list 
they can find there set down as caused by in- 
toxicating liquor, nnd sco what comparison 
exists between them in(this particular. Lot 
them inako a comparison' of the number of 
families within tho sphere of their own knowl- 
edge, who have been -ruined by tho > use of 
those' articlo, 'and tho number who have 
boon ruined by tho use of rum. 


Let them' search .the records of Polieb 


Courts, and compare the number brought be- 
fore them by tho tuo of tea find coflee or to- 
bacco and opium, and thoio brought there by 
tbo use of liquor. Let them examine the 
statistic* of Als-housos .nnd' sco how many 
have boon sent there by each of these articles. 
And wo doubt not, Umt'ofter they Imd com- 
pleted their investigations, they .would bo well 
satisfied the-, evils produced by nil tlio others 
nro not ono'-lhousandth part of tlmt which is 
produced by rum. The uso of those articles 
may create on nppctito. which would bo more 
or less ditfieult lo resist, but never, wo believe, 
to strong that their.use would not 'be given 
up, if tbo individual was fully convinced that 
bo was being seriously injured by it. ;-Not so 
•with rum. 
Tbo uso of that crcates.nn nppo- 


tito which, whon, fairly scaled, is almost ira- 
possible1 tb'-iaiist.' The drunkard, burning 
•with that fiorjr.tbirst, presses :tho fatal >up to 
his lips, though he knows that ils content* are 
steeped with sorrow;'poverty and;death, for 
himself and his family. On this point tho Post 
make* the following statement s ,.....;•','..' . . ; • • .

i "But, it is next to certain-that intemper-

addicted-to'that habit resort occunionally to 
the allowed stimulants or narcotics, in its 
stc_ad. But it would still exist and flourish, in 
spitu'of penalties. When, tho appetite-is'so 
imperious as in the case of men accustomed to 
spirituous potations, it will-be 'gratified. .We 
shall have, if this bill passes, an enormous 
amount of smuggling, of illicit distillation, such 
as hns braved the luw for a century or more

We consider thin, as nn objection, to possess 


less force even than the other. It is, in fact, 
a 'positive argument' in favor 'of Iho law. 
Would it not bo a good thing if a "check 
could be imposed on .tlio drinking.of spiritu- 
ous liquors," even though men should after- 
ward drink luu and cofiue and smbkb cigars? 
If "distillation" is an evil and a curse, would 
it not better to havu it " illicit," than lo have 
it recognized and sanctioned by law ? Would 
it not bo infinitely better to have "drunken- 
ness in obieuro corners," thnn to have .it 
openly in public places? Tho facts i here 
stated constitute a powerful argument in fa- 
vor of the law. Murk this sentence in tho 
above-extract—"Where (he appetite ii so tm- 
perioiu as in the case of men accustomed to 
suiritiMui potations, IT WILL uu GUATJFIED." 
This fully confirms what wo have already said 
in relation' to that appetite. 'Thu Post claims 
tlmt men who bavo it fixed .upon them, will 
violate tho law, carry on their distilling in tho 
dens and secret'places of tho carih,'nrid resort 
to nil Iho practices of Ihu guilty criminal, in 
order to gratify it I If this is so, how-lorriblu, 
liow controlling, is its power 1—and how great 
must bo tho guilt of that, government which 
iillows a traffic lo bo oponly carried on, which 
Ims n direct tendency to form ond cultivate 
this fearful appetite among its, citizens t , By 
banishing intomporanco to secret places, the 
temptation is removed from tho young nnd 
thoughtless, tha sanction of fashion as well ns 
aw is withdrawn from it, and those who have 
not already acquired thu Appetite, are pre- 
served from its fatal power. 
• And herein is 


whore tho salutary effects of thu Maine Law 
woujd be most apparent.

But, says the Post, " Iho law, which should 


: venerated, is disobeyed, and tho sin of hy- 


pocrisy, is nddud to that of excess." Wo bo- 
liovo it is far butter to have a righteous and 
good law, though it may bo disobeyed in some 
cases, than to have nn evil and wicked law, 
though it bo obeyed lo tho very loiter.; And 
as for hypocrisy, though wo hate it worso than 
any other quantity, wo still think it no sin, if 
n man will not drunk, for him to conceal thu

It also says, that thoso who undertake to in- 


terfere, with this natter by law, " have mista- 
ken tho proper;work of legislation." But we 
submit, that precisely ns good'an argument 
•;an bo -made against prohibiting bouses of ill- 
famo by law, as that made by the Post against 
the Maine. Law. "If those houses nro pro; 
hibitod," the law will be violated, prostitution 
and licentiousness will bo carried on in secret, 
and lo the guilt of thcso will bo added'that of 
hypocrisy. "Therefore,".would bo tho'Post's 
conclusion,"let no law interfere with them, 
though thoy bo opened on all our' public
